The installétion included onp four or five-story barracks building
and several subsldiary buildings. Groups of 30 4o L0 men of the unit were
observed being instructed at bridges and constructing cmerpency bridges over
the river branch running past the southern edge of the installation.

agency had an undebermined mumber ol motor vehicles.

Prior to mid-february 1951, local residents staied that Folish irfanteynen
were located in the barraecks instaliation. Toung troops on ul, Nowy Swiat
wearing visor-type service caps with roc bonds were occasionally observed
but never was the whole unit seen. The reeruiting of MNce
was located in the wing fronting on ul, Novy Swiat.

The barracks installotion on ul. Lazienns was accupled by Polish troops prior

to early tarch 1951. Nainly officers, lncluding many senior ones, entered

or left the installation by an entramce on ul.
